THE EMMA MINE. 



(From tao New York Tribune, Nov. 14.) 

It is impossible that our Govern- 
ment should decently remain inactive 
any longer under the disgrace which 
the Emma Mine scandal is bringing 
upon the country. The friends of 
(J-eu. Scbenck.iiccepting the statement 
that ho bad been an innocent victim 
of the managers of that fraud, aud a 
heavy loser by his misplaced confi- 
dence, have hitherto overlooked the 
gross impropriety of his conduct, and 
shut their eyes to the discredit which 
the President's lenient treatment of 
his fault has thrown upon the national 
honor. But Mr. Schenck's friends 
must give him up now. The report 
of the solicitors of tho Company has 
been presented at a meeting of the 
shareholders in London, and it leaves 
the American Envoy Extraordinary 
and Minister Plenipotentiary not a 
rag to cover his disgrace. It appears 
from this report, the information con- 
veyed in which was "obtained from 
each individual on oath and from the 
signod depositions of each party re- 
ferred to," that all tho original direct- 
ors, with a single exception, received 
qualifying shares from the Grant 
brothers for the use of their names in 
connection with tho swindle, and tho 
case of Mr. Sohenck was the most fla- 
grant on tho whole list. "The Ameri- 
can Ambassador, Major-Gen. Schenck, 
was loaned X1U.000 by Mr. Park to 
enable him to purchase shares, and ho 
secured a written guarantee from Mr. 
Park for interest at 18 per cent, per 
annum, unknown to his colleagues." 
This extraordinary statement purports 
to bo made, it will bo observed, on 
Gen. Schenck's sworn confession.

'Tho London 
Hour' says, with brutal frankness, that 
"tho American Minister at the Court 
of St. James, upon the strength of 
whoso name many English families 
subscribed, has been bribed to the ex- 
tent of £1U,(J(J0."

Thb Pa7is Sentinelle du Mali ifives 8ome 
details respecting the loss of the French 
mau of war Magenta. Tlio explosion of 
tho vessel was followed by showers of 
burning wood, paper, clothes and iron, 
which foil into tlio htroets of Toulon. Olio 
of the plates of tho ship fell on to the 
pttvomont, and entered it aotuo 18 inclros.

*»e regards the phrase, "semi-political squabble." 
I used these words advisedly; but not In tho sense in 
which you understand thorn, I wan not thinking 
about the "administration of. public alfalfa," but of 
two firms, which, whilo acting within thoir legal and 
proper rights, suddenly find tlioir names paraded 
about, in newspapers, amidst vague phrases such as 
"gross official Immorality," ••Husplclously near bill, 
"collusion," and so forth. This seems to have arisen 
• Imply from the fact, that the work 1h Government 
and not private work— hence I used the phrase "semi, 
political." I am afraid that respectable firms will do- 
clino to compete for OoTornmeut business, if it be. 
oowes a practice In thin province lo have, on insuffi- 
cient grounds, and for the ends of political warfare, 
nuccutisivo annual "commissions" and "committees," 
involving the exposure of legitimate private business 
(nobody likes to have his private business exposed), 
and the juxtaposition of honourable commercial 
naves with unsavoury phrases in newspaper col- 
umns, lie vigilant, by all moans— vigilant as to pub- 
lic morality and vigilant as to the public, purss; but 
let us aouiblue a little decorum with our vigilance.

Tho attention which tho Cofl'orJam 
scandul is rocoiviug at tho hanils of Mr. 
Sproat shows that ho doea not share in 
tho miserable lovity of tho Govornmont 
orgou which, in plaoo of attempting to ro- 
fute our charges, makei a feeble attempt 
at wit that would diagraco an inmato of 
tho Lunatic Asylum. That tho contract 
awarded to Hay ward & Jenkinson has 
beon sold to a London iirm ia not denied. 
That Mr. Sproat aided in tho sale of tho 
contract ho frankly admits. That tho 
sale was effectod at a profit soenis prov- 
ed, and that in consequence of the nego- 
tiations the work, which ought to have 
been eommoneod four months since, 
still hangs fire, is painfully obvi- 
ous. Now, wo do not want to bo un- 
derstood as saving that because tho bids 
of Hayward & Jenkinson and Roed Bros. 
«ame so closely together thoro must havo 
been collusion between tho Govern- 
ment and tho successful bidders. That 
remarkable coiucidonco in itsolf weighs 
little in the scalo; but when taken in con- 
nection with tho fact that instead of pro- 
ceeding with the work Hayward & Jen- 
kinson initiated negotiations with tho 
firm they had underbid so slightly for tho 
sale of the contract, and added to the fact 
that whilst tho Government, which has 
pushod every other contractor to tho wall, 
hive connived at tho delay of tho 
cofferdam, it becomes a suspicious cir- 
cumstance. Ia it matter for wonder 
mfaiit, therefore, if tho popular theory 
•with respect to tho transaction is this: 
: That Hayward & Jenkinson knew what 
the bid of the London lirm was beforo 
they sont in their bid; that they secured 
tho contract for speculative pur- 
poses only; and that Governmetit 
officials aided them in disposing of tho 
contract? Mr. Sproat fears that annual 
"commissions" and "committees," will 
provent "respootablo firms" competing 
for Government contracts, and the coun- 
try will bo the loser thereby. But our 
correspondent must forgot that a far 
greater injury would bo done to tho Pro- 
vince should tho impression prevail 
amongst "respoctable firms" that tho 
Government is in tho hands of a corrupt 
ring; that foreign tenders are opened 
surreptitiously; that gross favoritism is 
shown in the award of contracts; that tho 
newspapers are suborned into silence, 
and legislators bought over to koop thoir 
lips closed to public abuses. A good 
name is to be preferred to great riches; 
and woro we contractors wo would rather 
hear that tho Government was poor and 
■woll-watched by an independent press 
thau that it was enormously wealthy and 
notoriously dishonest, and had purchased 
tho silence of thu papers. If thero is no- 
thing disgraceful — nothing scandalous 
in this cofferdam businoas tho Govern- 
ment need not shrink from the ordeal of 
a committee or a commission. Mr. Sproat 
says that Mr. Hayward signed the con- 
tract on the 1st of August. True; but 
the contract was not rendered valid by 
tho addition of Mr. Jenkinson's name 
for somo weeks after that date ! On what 
day was tho namo of Mr. Jenkinson sign- 
ed to tho contract ? Wo aro advised by 
oiir correspondent to "bo vigilant, ho 
vigilant." but to combiuo a littlo "de- 
corum" with our vigilanco. Much as wo 
rospect and admire Mr. Sproat as a man, 
a scholar, a philanthropist and (may we 
not add?) a personal friend, wo cannot 
consent to sit at his feet and rocoivo los 
sonB in political ethics or accept him as 
our mentor or guide. In dealing with 
public men wo aro accustomed to call 
men and things by thoir right names, and 
if tho language wo sometimes use 
grates harshly on Mr. Sproat's ears, 
ho must remember thai "desperate disea- 
ses require desperate remedies," and 
make due allowance, If we aro not mis- 
taken, Mr. Sproat has not always observ- 
ed in his writings that "decorum" ho 
ho would fain impose on us, for not vory 
long ago, through tlieso vory columns, 
ho flung an epithot at another correspon- 
dent which, notwithstanding our habitual 
, want of "decorum," wo havo novor used 
towards an opponent. Mr. Sproat 
and tho Government may rest ns- 
surod that notwithstanding their horror 
of committeoH and commissions, this cof- 
ferdam business will bo probed to tho 
bottom, and that a secret which is now 
thought to bo hidden in two or threo 
broasts will thon bo known to tho multi- 
tude.

Wednesday, Doc, 22. 

At a meeting of tho City Council hold 
last evoning, Hir Worship the Mayor in 
tho Chair, and Couuh. Gowen, Walker, 
Williams, Shakespeare, Gosnell aud 
Trounce present, the following business 
was transacted ; — 

A communication was read from C. 
Ball, W. Shears, T. H. Long and othors, 
requesting that a drain may be mado on 
the westorn side of Monzios street from 
Simcoe street to tho water. 

Referred to the Street Committee. 

An application from W. C. Robinson 
for tho position of Returning Oilioor at 
tho ensuing election was laid ovor for fu- 
turo cousidoration. 

A communication was road from Willis 
Bond stating that ho had completed threo 
quarters of tho blasting for a drain on 
Fisgard streot and applying for 
payment, and expressing his willingness 
to accept or.dorsed paper for samo, in 
event of tho Council being short of funds. 

Referred to Committee of tho Wholo. 

Tho City Surveyor's report on quanti- 
ties of rock broken within tho past fort- 
night was received aud lilod, tho amounts 
due for tho work boiiig ordered to bo 
paid. 

Tho account of Mr. Humbor for tho 
construction of a brick onlvert on Blan- 
ohard and Yates streets (§100) was passed 
to the Finance Committee for payment; 
tho same course being pursued with sev- 
eral other minor bills. 

Tho Municipal Election Regulation 
By-law, 1870, came up for a second read- 
ing. After some discussion aiming nt an 
improved method of marking tho ballot- 
papers the By-law was referred to Com- 
mittee. 

Coun. Oowon moved for throo addition- 
al lamps, oue at tho corner of Vancouver 
and Fort streets, ono at the broiv of Fort 
street hill, and one at the comer of Pio- 
neer and Blanchard streets. Carried. 

Omn. Gowen also moved that the usual 
Christmas presents be forwarded to the 
inmates of tho Royal Hospital, tho Luna- 
tic Asylum, tho Protestant Orphanage, 
tho Orphanage of St. Ann, and tho City 
Jail. Carried. 

His Worship suggested that tho Cor- 
poration present suitablo prizes to the 
two scholars in each dopartuiont of the 
public schools who came out host in tho 
recent examinations. Laid ovor for ono 
week. 

Coun. Williams moved that tondors be 
invited for taking tho census of tho City; 
ho believed that thoro woro at least 10,000 
pooplo hero at presout, and that it was 
quite time the work wero performed. 

Seconded by Coun. Gowen and carried. 

Coun. Gowen moved that memorials bo 
prepared and forwarded to tho Speaker 
of the Houso of Commons (Ottawa), and 
to the Speaker of the Senate, praying for 
tho transfer to tho Corporation of public 
reserves within tho City Limits, also of 
Mount Douglas. 

Coun. Williams opposed tho motion, as 
ho did not think Canada had any right to 
the reserves; and furthermore, he believ- 
ed that on the meeting of tho local House 
tho Province would at once sovor itsolf 
from tho Dominion. Ho did not believe 
in craving for what Canada had novor 
paid for and had no just olaitn on. Tho 
motion was carried. 

Coun. Sliakospoaro moved that the 
City Barrister be asked whether the pay- 
mout of tho road tax alone entitles a citi- 
zen to a voto at tho municipal oloction, 
1870 V Whether a person whoso name 
did not appear on tho Assessment Roll 
at tho time it was revised be entitled to 
vote at the next election ? (;!) Whether 
ho having paid all municipal rates and 
taxes will bo entitled to voto, although 
his name did uot appear on tho roll? 

Tho Council then wont into committeo.

Eoitok Colonist: — But little moro 
than twelvo months havo olapKod sinco 
Mr. Mackenzie agroed to Lord Carnar- 
von's award. To day he wishes to got out 
of tho engagement. 

When a person wishes to annul an en- 
gagement ho has to give pretty good rea- 
sons toinduco tho other party or parties 
to tho engagement to coinoido with him. 
Has Mr. Mackenzie, or rather, the Gov- 
ernment of Canada, done so ? Havo thoy 
shown any great alteration to havo taken 
plaoo in this world during tho past yoar 
nocossitating an abrogation of tho Treaty 
and Lord Carnarvon's award ?

Tariff Tkroat Cutting. 

[From tho New Vark World, Nov. ■J.'.. J 

Last rear we imported into this coun- 
try 440,578 tons of coal, which pro- 
duced it revenue to tho Government 
of §220, 000, more or less. During tho 
Haine your wo consumed upwards of 
20,000,000 tons of bituminous coal, the 
price of which must have boon enhanc- 
ed to tho consumer at lcnst one-half 
the tariff tux levied upon tho importa- 
tion; that is to say, it cost tho people 
of tho country $5,000,000 to collect 
this trifle of $220,000 revenue, showing 
conclusively that our duty on coal is 
as expensive to tho people as a suit in 
chancery would be. But this is ouly 
ono side of the cpiestion of loss. 
Nova Scotia and Newfoundland.which 
used to export eonl to New York and 
New England, wero in tho habit like- 
wise of buying their supplies in these 
markets, which aro nearest aud most 
convenient to thorn. The vessels which 
brought out coal and ground plaster 
and potatoes anil fish , took back corn 
Hour provender, groceries, provisions, 
etc., and this trade was profitable, for 
fishing communities — handling good 
wages and much cash — choose to live 
well. Neither Newfoundland nor 
Nova Scotia raises any wheat, but they 
consume annually 400,000 barrels of 
flour, worth an average of $6 per bar- 
rel for exportation, this ono item thus 
amounting to S4,LS00, 00 a year. New 
York used to sell all this flour to Nova 
Scotia and Nowfoundlend, but now 
sells none of it. The trade has been 
diverted, and Montreal gets its all. Of 
course, tho loss of §2,OJO,000 is a 
bagatelle for New York. But it is a 
double loss when Montreal gets it, and 
a troble, quadruple loss when it is 
considered that this is Hour manufac- 
tured of Milwaukee wheat, which used 
to come to our city by the lakes and 
tho Erie Canal, and is now diverted 
to the Welland Canal aud the St. 
Lawereuce. The Erie Canal freight 
alono on these 400. (J00 barrels of flour 
is equal to more than half tho total 
revenue of the Government from the 
duty on coal. This is a fair instance 
of the causes which have tendered to 
make tho Cnited States the dearest 
country to live in on tho face of the 
globe, at the very time when prices 
everywhere else are downward and 
cheapening continually.
